(S) To amend the Use designation of Lots 1. 2, 3i and If, In Block 11. Palrvlew
Park, Olty of Austin, so as to change same from "A* RESIDENCE DISTRICT TO "B*1 RESIDENCE
DISTRICT.

A written protest from the property owners adjacent to Lots 1, 2, 3, and If,

Block 11, Palrvlew Park, protesting the proposed change in the Use designation of said

property was readt

(RESOLUTION)

WHEREAS, the City Council of the Olty of Austin, pursuant to tho terms of the
Zoning Ordinance of the City of Austin, has referred to the Board of Adjustment for Its
consideration and report thereon petitions for changes In the Use designation of the
following described properties: Lot M, of Original Lot 1, Block 7, Outlot 56, Division
"B", being 125x214- feet of the southwest corner of said Block 7, from "A11 Residence
District to "0" Commercial District; and Lots 1, 2. 3, and If, Block 11, Palrvlew Park,
from "A11 Residence District to "BM Reoldenoe District; and

WHEREAS, the Board of Adjustment at Its meeting held on September 2*f, 1935, hfta

carefully considered the question of changing the Use designation of the above described
property; and

WHEREAS, after viewing the property and carefully studying the conditions and
developments surrounding the same, and the effect of the changes on the neighboring
property, the health, safety, morale and general welfare of the City of Austin and tholr
compliance with the purpose and spirit of the Zoning Ordinance of the City of Austin;

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE BOARD OP ADJUSTMENT:

THAT the changes of the Use designation of Lot M, of Original Lot 1, Block 7, Out-
lot 56, Division "B", being 125x21**- feet of the southwest corner of said Block 7, be not
recorawended to the City Council for the reason that this property la surrounded by nloe
homes none of the owners of which Joined In this request, and that 12th Street, which
IB only half a block distance from this property, la now zoned on both sldea for the
purposes for which this change Is requested, and further that there appears to be no
special demand or necessity for business at this location at this time and that the
suggested change would be of benefit only to the petitioner and would adversely affect
the surrounding property owners and therefore does not comply with the purpose and
spirit of the ordinance; however, should the City Council, In Ite best Judgment, decide
this change to be advisable and to tho public's Interest, the Board recommends that both
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Bides of Navasota from 12th Street to Amber Street on the west and to Cotton Street on
the east Bide be changed from Its present Use to "C" Commercial classifications; and

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED BY THE BOARD OP ADJUSTMENT:

THAT the change of the Use designation of Lots 1, 2, 3» and If, Block 11, Falrvlew
Park, from "A" Residence District to "B" Residence District be not recommended to the
Olty Council for the reason that there Is now adjacent to this property a sufficient area
now designated as a "BH Residence District to take care of the present needs and natural
growth of this section of the City for an Indefinite period of time and that there appears
no Immediate necessity for extending this District; and further that the appellant already
has been granted & permit to erect nine residences and thirteen garages on this property
and that, therefore, the erection of additional four-family apartments would create a
crowded condition, not tending to promote the health, comfort, morals, safety and general
welfare of the neighborhood.

Councilman Bartholomew moved that the report of the Board of Adjustment that no

change be made In the Use designation of Lots 1, S, 3, and if, Block 11, Palrvlew Park,

be sustained and the change be denied. The motion carried by the following vote:. Ayes,

Counollmen Aiford, Bartholomew, Glllla, Mayor Miller, and Councilman Wolf, 5; nays, nonet

Councilman Gillls moved that both sides of Navasota Street, from 12th Street south

to Amber Street on the west and to Cotton Street on the east be changed from "A" Residence,

District to "0" Commercial District, as recommended by the Board of Adjustment, and that

the City Attorney be Instructed to prepare an ordinance to that effect,. The motion was

seconded by Councilman Bartholomew and carried by the following vote: Ayes, Counollmen

AlforcL, Bartholomew, Gillls, Mayor Miller, and Councilman Wolf, 5; nays, none.

W. Prank Carter and T. B. Trotter & Company submitted bids for auditing the City's

books for the fiscal year and same were taken under advisement*

Geo. W. Hart came before the Council In regard to the Park-0-Meter device. Council-*

man Wolf moved that the City Manager be instructed to write a letter to the Secretary of

the Retail Merchants Association advising that the City Council was considering the in-

stallation of Park~0~Meters on Congress Avenue and would like an expression from the

merchants in the area affected regarding the matter* The motion carried by the following

vote: Ayes, Councilman Alford, Bartholomew, Gillls, Mayor Miller, and Councilman Wolf, 5;

nays, none.

Thence In a northerly direction with the oenterllne of a gas main, which oenterllne
shall be IS feet east of and parallel to the v/est line of said Wabash Avenue, for a dis-
tance of 30 feet.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less than 2J- feet.

(2) A gas main In WEST FORTY-FOURTH STREET from Marathon Boulevard west one-half
block, the oenterllne of which gas main shall be 15 feet south of and parallel to tho
north line of West M-th Street.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less than 2| feet.

(3) A gas main In MARATHON BOULEVARD, beginning at West M-th Street and extending
In a southerly direction to a point 215 feet south of the south line of said V/est W-th
Street, the oenterllne of which gas main shall be fifr feet west of and parallel to the
east line of said Marathon Boulevard.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less than 24 feet.

A gas main In NELLIE STREET from Bouldln Avenue west Jllj- feet, the oenterllne
of which gas main shall be 7i feet south of and parallel to the north line of said
Nellie Street.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less than 2& feet.

(5) A gas main In EAST FORTY-THIRD STREET, beginning at a point 117 feet east of
the east line of Barrow Avenue and 2^ feet south of the north line of East 43rd Street.

Thence In a southerly direction with the centerllne of a gas main, which oenterllne
shall be 2U feet south of and parallel to the north line of East 3̂rd Street, for a dis-
tance of 465 feet.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not leas than 2& feet.
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(6) A gas main In &REENWAY from East 35th Street north a distance of 315 feet, the
oenterllne of v/hloh gas main shall be 7 feet east of and parallel to the west line of said
Greenway.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less than £& feet.

(7) A gas main In WOODLAND AVENUE, beginning at a point 2S feet south of the north
line of said Woodland Avenue and 59 feet east of the east line of Kenwood Avenue;

Thenoe In an easterly direction with the oenterllne of a gas main, which oenterllne
sha.li be 22 feet south of and, parallel to the north line of Woodland Avenue, for a distance
of 350 feet.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less than 2& feet*

(8) A gas main In HARTFORD ROAD from Palma Plaza north 107 feet, the oenterllne of ij
whi.cn gas main shall be 19 feet west of and parallel to the east line of said Hartford Road.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less than 2& feet, .

(9) A gas regulator pit. at SOUTH CONGRESS AVENUE! and BARTON SPRINGS ROAD, the also of
the pit to be 7'xST and the center of whloh regulator pit shall be 15 feet west of and 11
feet north of the Intersection of the west line of South Oongreaa Avenue and the south line
of Barton Springs Road,

The Texas Public Service Company Is hereby put upon notice that the City of Austin

does not guarantee that the space assigned above Is clear from other underground utilities,

but is based upon the best records we have at hand, and that the minimum depth stated does

not have any reference to the fact that greater depths may not be required at special points'*

When the Texas Public Service Company requires definite Information upon the ground as to

elevations or working points from whloh to base the location of their assignments, they

shall apply to the City Engineering Department not less than three (3) days kefor such

Information Is required, The Texas Public Service Company la further put upon notice that

they will be required to bear the expense of repairs or replacement of any underground

utility damaged during the construction of lines named In this resolution.

AND THAT whenever pavement Is cut In the vicinity of a fire plug, v/ater must be used

at intervals during the course of backfilling of the ditches*

THAT the work and laying of said gas mains, Including the excavation In the streets

and the restoration and maintenance of said streets after said mains have been laid, shall

be under the supervision and direction of the City Manager and under all the pertinent

terms and conditions of the certain franchise granted to said Company by the City of Austin.

Heights, within the City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, which property abuts Harris

Boulevard and being looally known as 2526 Harris Boulevard, has requested the City

Council of the Olty of Austin to grant permission to construct a flagstone walk from the

curb line to the property Una on said Harris Boulevard at the above location; and

(If) That the Contractor shall place on the outside corners of any walkway, barricades,

or obstructions , red lights during all periods of darknessi

(5) That the Contractor shall remove all fences, barricades, loose materials, and

other obstructions on the sidewalk and street Immediately after the necessity for their

existence on said sidewalk or street has ceased, such time to be determined by the City

Manager, and In any event all such sidewalk, barricades, materials, equipment and other

obstructions shall be removed not later than November 7i 1935*

(6) That the Contractor shall restore all public and private property Injured during

the use of such space to as good condition as the same existed before the use of euoh

apace began.

(7) That the City reserves the right to revoke at any time any and all the privileges

herein granted or to require the erection or Installation of additional barriers or safe-

guards If the conditions demand It.

(3) That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety bond In the sura of

One Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00), which shall protect, Indemnify, and hold harmless the

City of Austin from any claims for damages to any person or property that may accrue to
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or be brought by any person by reason of the exercise of the privileges granted the

. Contractor by the Olty of Austin, and shall guarantee the replacement of all sidewalks,

pavement, and all other public property and public utilities disturbed or removed during

the construction work, and shall further guarantee the construction of a walkway and

other safeguards during the occupancy of the space.
